HUNDREDS OF MEN BEING | 


RECRUITED FOR FIRE 
FIGHTING DUTY 





Members of Upland Fire De- 
partment Spend Vacation 
Fighting Blaze. Carelessness 
of Campers is Alarming. 





As the result of two Japs pre- 
paring their Sunday meal in San 
Gabriel Canyon over a camp-fire, 
losing control of the fire and in- 
stead of calling for help, run- 
ning for cover, hundreds of men 
are today fighting one of the 
wo1st fires of the season to the 
west and north of the San Gabriel 
Canyon. The two Japs are in 
jail at Azusa, while hundreds of 
men are being recruited to fill 
the places of those who must 
rest from the fight against the 
spreading flames. 


Members of Upland’s fire de 
partment, who were enjoying 
their annual outing in San Gab- 
riel Canyon, went into action at 
three o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
and fought the fire until seven 
o’clock next morning, when they 
were relieved. En route home a 
land slide came near burying the 
machines of Geo. Bunker and E. 
R. Swan, but quick action on the 
part of drivers cleared the on- 
coming tons of dirt which blocked 
the canyon road for hours. 


Camp Ricon, a canyon resort, 
including a hotel and about 20 
smaller buildings, directly in the 
path of the flames, and apparent- 
ly doomed at 6 o’clock last night, 
was saved by the Herculean ef- 
forts of hundreds of fire-fighters. 
For a time the entire resort was 
practically encircled by the roar- 
ing fire. 

‘Should the flames that have al- 
ready-burned over twenty-five 
square miles, jump the west and 
north fork of the San Gabriel 
near Camp Rincon, as threatened, 
it will mean one of the biggest 
forest fires in the history of 
Southern California, it was said. 
The fire would have a clear sweep 
across miles of rugged mountair 
country. Old-time residents in 
the district declared last night 
that. once the flames jump the 
fork of the river the country will 
be laid waste as far north as the 
Mojave desert. 

Hundreds of firefighters enter- 
ing the fire zone from Azusa were 
menaced by numerous landslides 
along the narrow San _ Gabriel 
Canyon road to Camp Rincon. 
Small stones, loosened by the 
flames, starting to roll down the 
steep mountain sides, loosened 
larger boulders that in turn start- 
ed small avalanches that swept 
down, in some instances entirely 
blocking the road. 

Lieut. C. P. Kane of Ross Field 
and fifty soldiers, who had been 
fighting the flames, narrowly 
escaped with their lives yesterday 
afternoon when the sweep of” fire 
closed in about them. 

Dropping the shovels and fire- 
fighting equipment, the soldiers 
were forced to wrap their coats 
over their heads and dash through 
a. wall of swirling smoke and 
flame to escape. 

Among the fire-fighters who suf- 
fered injuries were Ranger Mill 
Newman, who was slightly burn- 
ed, and Assistant Supervisor 
Lackey, who was struck on the 
head with a boulder. 

Apparatus. Rushed 

With Supervisor Charlton’s fire- 
fighters, County Forester Flint- 
ham ‘has joined 400 volunteers 
Glendora, Azusa 
and neighboring towns to fight 
the blaze. All available _ fire- 
fighting equipment of Los An- 
geles County has been rushed to 
the scene. 

Assistant Federal Supervisor L. 
W. Spalding came out of the fire 
zone, late yesterday afternoon 
with a score of exhausted tre 
fightérs, six of whom had suf- 
fered ‘burns. One was injured by 
a falling boulder. 

Fire fighters from Monrovia and 
Sierra Madre were making val- 
iamt efforts last. night to check 
the flames before they reached 
Devil's Canyon and Chileno Can- 
yon, where Camp West Fork is 
located. 

Several hundred acres of land 


it swept over Iron Mountain. It 
was checked early yesterday 
‘morning when it reached a point 
directly north of Monrovia, where

Redlands city assesses on a 
66 per cent basis instead of 33 


per cent used by the county 
and other cities. 

The county rates of Colton, 
Upland, Rialto, Chino and 
Needles are $2. 80 instead of 
$2.75 because those cities. be- 
a to the county free library 
system and pay the 5 cent levy 
for that purpose. 

Following is an analysis o 
the various city rates: 

San Bernardino: The City 
rate is $1.88 as compared to 
$1.82 last year. The increase 
is for bond interest. The dis- 
trict school rate is $1.73 as 
eompared with $1.76 last year. 
The city increased 6 cvats, the 
district school cut 3 cents and 
the county cut 25 per cent, a 
net reduction of 22 cents or 
$6.36 as compared with $6.58. 
In the newly annexed districts 
the rate is $6.20. 

Redlands: The city rate is 
$1.40 as compared with $1.60 
last year. The assessment, 
however, has been increase’ 
from a 50 per €ent basis to 66 
per cent basis. On the basis 
of the county and school rate, 
the city rate would he $2.80. 
The district school rate is in- 
creased from $1.36 to $1.59, an 
increase of 23 cents. The coun- 
ty decrease is 25-cents. It is 
not practicable to figure the 
net inerease due to the change 
in the assessment basis.

DEFENOE DAY 


John R. Quinn, Californian 
and national commander of 
the American Legion, has urged 
Legion Posts throughout the 
country and ex-service men 
individually to aid in the suc- 
eess of National Defense Day 
on Sept. 12. 

In a statement received yes- 
terday by Frank Nichols, com 
mander of Upland Post No. 73, 
the national commander likens 
the defense day to a fire drill 
and urges it as the culmina- 
tion of the Legion’s poliey for 
the past four years. 

Commander Quinn’s 
jmuniecation follows: 
‘‘Four years ago the Amer- 
lican Legion with memories of 
‘the World War’s waste, hard- 
iships, confusions and useless 
| sacrifices still fresh, came to 
the realization that the United 
States had never had a real 
military policy. From its foun- 
dation onward our country had 
drifted, always thrown period- 
ically into chaos in emergen= 
cies and afterward _ settling 
back into the old rut. Untold 
treasures and unnumbered 
lives had been the toil of this 
lack of definite military pol- 
1ey.

Paper Mobilization 


‘‘So the Legion undertook to 
draft a military policy which 
would conform to our common- 
sense ideal of adequate pre- 
paredness without militarism. 
For more than a year the 
thought, the research, the ef- 
fort and the unflagging work 
of the legion’s best minds 
were concentrated on drafting 
such a program. Out of the 
toil came results; for the first 
time in its history the Amer-. 
ican nation had a military pol- 
icy. 

‘After four years of con- 
tinued labor in building the 
machinery for such a_ policy 
the time has come to see 
whether that policy can be 
successful in fulfilling its pro- 
mise of protection. The Sec- 
retary of War has proposed, 
and the President has ap- 
proved, the holding of a de- 
fense test on September 12 to 
prove whether such a_ policy 
will work in case of emer- 
gency. It is, in effect, a fire 
drill to see if the fire escapes 
will save lives. In other words, 
it is a mobilization—on paper. 

Military Policy 

‘In our country under such 
a policy as that for which the 
Legion is mainly responsible, 
mobilization can only occur if 
made by communities. And 
community action depends on 
the action of the individuals 
in the community. 

‘‘Hence the success of the 
defense test or any test de- 
pends on no one State, no-one 
community, no one person, but 
on the citizens in each and 
every community. In other 
words, it is up to you. 

‘*Beeause the American Le- 
gion is primarily responsible 
for the creation of a national 
military policy, it is up to us 
to give it our full co-operation. 
If it is not adequate, let it 
not be-said that it failed be- 
eause the American Legion did 
not give its hearty support. 
As an organization dedicated 
to the service of our country 
we should accord this test the 
effort needed. Though the test 
eomes on Sept. 12, within a 
few days of our national con- 
vention at St. Paul, there is 
time for every Legionnaire to 
do his utmost to make this de- 
fense test sueccessful.’’

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What Is Liberty? 


OVERNMENT of the people, for the people, by the 
C people,’’ apparently does not enter into the political 

ethics of Signor Mussolini. ‘‘Liberty,’’ he laid down 

last year, ‘‘is not an end; itvis a means. As a means 
it should be controlled and dominated. The truth or other- 
wise of this dictum of Signor Mussolini entirely depends 
upon what he means by ‘‘liberty.’’ Liberty to some people 
means the right to do what they please irrespective of the 
rights of other people. This is the definition of liberty which 
appeals to the bootlegger, the burg!#’, and :the Bolshevik, but 


it is not the form of liberty which will ever retain its hold 
on the friends of civilization and progress. 
The abuse of liberty, it has been said, is far worse than 


no liberty at all. Some people have had more liberty than 
they ever bargained for; for example, the bourgeoisie of 
Russia. For them liberty has meant spoliation and persecu- 
tion. The great mass of the people of Russia are weary of 
this kind of liberty; they have had an orgy of it; it has left 
|them weakened and impoverished by its intoxicating effects. 
| They lie in the gutter of wrecked prosperity without sufficient 
energy to rise. 

It was to save Italy front’ liberty of this deseription that 
A wavering 





Mussolini founded the Faseisti. He succeeded. 


administration was succeeded by a firm and uncompromising 
dictatorship. Kerenski tried to do the same thing for Russia 
at the end of the Czarist regime, but failed because he was 
not such a strong man as the Italian. But there are those 
in Italy who are beginning to think that in abandoning con- 
stitutional government for a dictatorship they have raised 
up a political Frankenstein about the future actions of whom 
there hovers a mist of uncertainty. This has engendered a 
feeling of insecurity which is bound sooner or later to eul- 
minate in a revulsion of public feeling. 


According to a large section of the European press, Italy 
is tottering on the verge of another upheaval. The kid- 
napping and murder of Signor Mateoti, a leading Socialist, 
has stirred Italy to her depths. There is nothing to connect 
Signor Mussolini with this outrage, although the whole affair 
is being used as a weapon by his enemies. The fact of the 
matter is that dictatorships are not and never Were success- 
ful beyond a, certain limit. At critical periods in the history 
of nations, a: ‘‘strong man’’ as dictator has been ‘‘the savior 
of his country,’’ but this has not and never will give him 
the right to impose his will on the people for an indefinite 
period. Napoleon made a very successful dictator—for a time 
—and rescued France from the wreckage ef the Revolution, 
but the dictatorship of Napoleon was backed up by a power- 
ful military organization which dominated not only France 
but the whole of Europe. A dictator must have the country 
behind him if he is to continue in power, and this Mussolini 
evidently has not. 


Mussolini has also laid down in his political economy 
that all governments create discontent, and that the only way 
to prevent this discontent from spreading and becoming a 
menace to the state is to employ force. In this Mussolini is 
undoubtedly right: but would it not be well for all apostles 
of liberty to note just where he is right. One party shouts 
for liberty and becomes a menace to the state, therefore force 
must be employed to suppress it. Liberty and force have 
never been far apart and they are conflicting elements. This 
conflict will continue until the time comes for the realization 
of what true liberty means. 

It is the desire that justice may be the portion of all that 
makes for true liberty. Mussolini is only partly right in his 
definition of the function of liberty. Liberty is not alone 
the means to an end; it is both the means and the end.— 
Dearborn Independent. 
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Right Preparation For School 


S a rule the American people have become accustomed 
A to preparing for any unusual happenings in their 
everyday lives. They make it a point to look ahead 
and prepare wisely for their vacations, for Christmas, 
for the family reunion at Thanksgiving, and for the many 
other little side issues which change the routine of every- 
day life. 

But there is one thing in which they have not Yet learned 
learned the full importance and it is one of the most necessary 
preparations in any family—the preparation of the children 
for school. This does not mean new dresses and shoes for 
little Mary and new suits and blouses for the sturdy son, but 
it does mean a thorough physical over-hauling before the long 
strenuous days of the winter are started. 

No child should be sent to school until the physical con- 
dition is absohitely brought as nearly to perfection as pos- 
sible. Defective eye-sight, adenoids, diseased tonsils, loosened 
teeth, a stomach and intestinal tract filled with the waste 
matter from vacation over indulgence in sweets, tiny toes that 
are cramped from wrong-fitting shoes, and the many other 
sources of aches and pains which lower the efficiency of the 
child just aS they would an adult. z * 

Too many people fail to realize the great need for send- 
ing the boy or girl to school well-equipped mentally and 
physically to cope with the lessons and problems which mean 
just as much to them as the business worries do to their 
parents. A child who breathes under the handicap of ade-

stupid, one who does not realize that his faulty vision is 
responsible for his backwardness—all of these youngsters are 
conscious that they are not the equal of others in their class- 
room and the mortification adds to their embarrassment.

Tested Recipes 


Eggless Cakes 

Now that eggs are rising in 
price the following recipes will 
be appreciated by Upland house- 
wives: 

Apple Sauce Cake 

1% cups apple sauce, 1 cup 
sugar, 2 cups flour, 1 cup seed- 
less raisins, % cup butter, 1 table 
spoon. hot water, 2 teaspoons of 
soda, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 tea- 
spoon cloves. Make apple sauce 
as for table use, strained and 
sweetened. 





Eggless Fruit Cake 

1 teacup of light brown sugar, 
3 level cups of flour, 2 teaspoons 
baking powder, 1 cup sour milk, 
in which has been dissolved one 
small teaspoon soda, % cup but- 
ter creamed with sugar, % tea- 
spoon each of cloves, cinnamon 
and nutmeg, 1 cup chopped citron 
dredged with flour. 





Spice Cakes 
1 cup brown sugar, 1 cup sour 
milk, 1 cup raisins, 2 cups flour, 
4 level teaspoonsful butter, 1 tea- 
spoon each of cinnamon, .cloves, 
nutmeg, soda and baking powder. 





Inexpensive Fruit Cake, Eggless 

1 cup sugar, white or brown; 1 
scant % cup of shortening, 1 cup 
sour milk, 1 teaspoonful of soda 
in milk, 1% cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoonful ground cinnamon, % tea- 
spoonful each of cloves and all- 
spice; fruit, % cup each (cur- 
rants, raisins, citron and figs if 
desired) rolled in % cup flour and 
1 teaspoon baking powder. 


Eggless Plum Cake 

Cream 1-3 of cup of butter with 
a cupful of light brown sugar, add 
3-4 of a cupful of sour milk, % 
teaspoonful of baking soda, % 
feaspoonful each of cloves, cin- 
namon, nutmeg and allspice, % 
cupful of raisins (dredged with 
flour) and 2 heaping cups of flour 
to which a pinch of baking pow- 
der has been added. Bake for 
45 minutes in a moderate oven. 





Eggless White Fruit Cake 
1 cup sugar, % cup butter, 1% 
cups pineapple, stewed, sweetened 
and chopped fine; 1 cup white 
raisins, %4 cup chopped citron, 4% 
cup blanched and chopped _ al- 
monds, 2 teaspoons soda; rub 







tablespoon flour into which sift 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 2 cups 
flour; dissolve soda in 1. table- 
spoon hot water. 





Eggless Coffee Cake 

1 cup molasses, 1 cup cold 
strong coffee, % Ib. citron, 1% 
brown sugar, 5 cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoonful each cinnamon, cloves 
and soda dissolved in coffee, dash 
galt, 1 cup butter, 1 Ib. seedless 
raisins, 1 cup nuts, 1 cup dates 
and figs mixed, 10 gum drops. 
Mature three weeks before Xmas. 





“Eggless Spice Cake 
Two cups brown sugar, 2 cups 
flour, 1 heaping tablespoon lard 
rubbed together well; 2 teaspoons 
cinnamon, 1 each-of allspice and 
cloves and a good grating of nut- 
meg, 1 cup sour milk, 1 teaspoon 

soda. Bake in two layers. 





Eggless Fruit Cake 
1 cup sour milk, 1 cup sugar, 
% cup butter, 1 teaspoon soda, 
3 tablespoons spices, mixed cinua: 
mon and nutmeg, 2 cups flour, 1 
cup currants, % cup English wal- 
nuts, 1 cup chopped figs. 





Eggiess Frosting 

1 cup 4-X sugar, 1 tablespoon 
butter, teaspoon vanilla; rub 
smooth; add sweet cream or milk 
to thin to paste which spreads 
well. This makes an elegant 
frosting; never fails; keeps moist 
and igs inexpensive. 





HELPFUL HINTS 





When sewing hooks and eyes 
or snappers on very thin material, 
try inserting. a strip of thin card- 
board between outside material 
and facing. Then you can sew 
right along quickly without dan- 
ger of stitches showing through 
on the outside of seat of fold, 
as the case may be. This is a 
great time-saver when working on 
georgette or chiffon. 





Buttonholes are always hard to 
make in very sheer material. Try 
this method, which has proved 
satisfactory: Mark the place and 
size of buttonholes in the mater- 
ial with a piece of chalk. Have 
this line hemstitched over and 
then cut the hemstitching as for 
picot and work the buttonholes 
over the picot. This is a neat 
and easy way to do them and 
they will not fray out. 





To prevent your apron pocket 
from catching on the door knob 
or protruding object, rip the 
pocket down an inch or so on 
each side, finish with a hem and 
sew a fastener at the top. Then 
if the pocket should catch on 
anything the fastener becomes 
loose and no tear results.

SHOT IN NECK 


Confirming reports that a prom- 
inent resort owner had been 
wounded in a shooting scrape at 
Big Bear Valley last Sunday, W. 
<. MeMillen, proprietor of the 
Moon Camp, appeared at the dis- 
trict attorney’s office yesterday 
and swore to a complaint charg- 
ing W. H. Moore, a truck driver, 
with assault with a deadly 
‘weapon. 

Pale and drawn, McMillen told 
a startling story of miraculously 
escaping death or even serious in- 
jury when he was shot twice 
through the neck. McMillen, wore 
a surgeon’s bandage on his neck. 

Argument Has Abrupt Glose 

The asserted assault occurred 
near the Moon Camp early Sun- 
day, McMillen said, where he met 
Moore. An argument, alleged to 
have been inspired by jealousy, 
ended abruptly, he said, when 
Moore quickly drew a _ revolver 
and began firing. 

Although: shot through the neck, 
McMillen told the prosecutor that 
he staggered to a cabin and sum- 
moned aid. Later, McMillen was 
brought to the Ramona Hospital, 
where Dr. H. W. Mills described 
his wounds as “miracle wounds” 
in that neither of the two bullets 
inflicted serious injuries, MeMill- 
en said. The bullets passed 
through MeMillen’s neck without 
hitting the jugular vein or the 
vertebrae.. 

Witness is Named 

Questioned by Deputy 
Attorney Stanley Mussell, the re- 
sort owner gave the name of Irma 
Bartlett as a witness—one who 
ean testify as to events incident 
to the shooting. Sheriff Walter 
A. Shay said that he had received 
information that the attack was 
prompted by jealousy. 

It was later learned that Mc- 
Millen swore to the complaint af- 
ter being interviewed at the Hotel 
Stewart, where he was stopping 
yesterday, by Deputy Sheriff Jack 
Brown. The sheriff admitted that 
he had secretly conducted a probe 
of the shooting during the past 
two days, before McMillen was 
located. Reports were circulated 
throughout the Big Bear Valley 
resort district that a resort own- 
er had been seriously injured, if 
not slain, in a shooting scrape.

MOTORISTS MUST, We ’*s Who 


PAY PERSONAL 
TMX OW AUTOS 


UNLESS PAID CAN’T OB- 
TAIN LICENSE PLATES 
FOR NEXT YEAR 
New Ruling Desired by Con- 
vention of State Assessors 
Held in Napa on September 
24th. Adoption is Probable. 





Motorists will be required to pay 
personal property taxes on auto- 
mobiles before obtaining license 
plates in 1925, if the legislature 
approves a proposal of the Cali- 
fornia County Assessors’ Associa- 
tion at the convention of the as- 
sociation in-Napa Sept. 24, 25, 27. 

Striking at the motorists to con- 
spire to escape personal property 
taxes by securing registration of 
their cars in “foreign counties,” 
the assessors will adopt drastic 
measures at the convention, ac- 
cording to Assessor A. E. Allen of 
San Bernardino, one of the advo- 
cates and originators of the pro- 
posed act. 

{Tax Certificates: Would Come 

First 

The proposal will requirt that 
motorists be forced to obtain cer- 
tificates, from the various county 
assessors, stating that their cars 
have been listed for taxation be- 
fore registration plates are  is- 
sued by the state. By this plan 
all motor cars in the state will be 
listed for the levying of personal 
property taxes by the counties. 

Under the registration system 
now in vogue, state registration 
certificates are issued to motor- 
ists without regard of the county 
taxation issue. Assessors in 
every county in the state, Mr. Al- 
len declared, experience difficulty 


‘in assessing automobiles because 


of the ingenious methods adopted 
by owners to. escape taxation. 
One scheme jis to register the car 
at a temporary address and as 
quickly as the registration is is- 
sued, the motorist retires to his 
permanent address or even to an- 
other county. If questioned, he 
dectares his car was taxed in the 
county from which it was regis- 
tered. , | ! 

If the proposal of the assessors 
is adopted by the state, no regis- 
tration certificates will be issued 
until the motorist presents a cer- 
tificate from the assessor of his 
county, showing that the car has 
been listed or entered as a part 
of his real estate, taxable by the 
county. 

Originally, the assessors _re- 
quested the distributing of the 
plates throughout the state as a 
method of acquiring an accurate 
check on motorists. This pro- 
‘posal met with vigorous protests 
from automobile clubs of the 
state and was rejected. 

Under the new plan, the dis- 
tribution of the plates by automo 
bile clubs, which proved highly 
efficient this year, will not be in- 
terrupted, but the assessors, 
through the forced listing of the 
cars, will be provided with a reg- 
istration of all cars in their re 
spective counties on which per- 
sonal property taxes are levied 
annually. 

The plan is certain of adoption 
at the convention. Mr. Allen said 
yesterday, and a committee of 
assessors will be named to re- 
quest. the legislature to approve 
the proposal, resulting im all prob- 
ability in the enactment of the 
plan before the registration pe

Residents and property own- 
ers of West © street and vici- 
nity won the first round in 
their fight with the Ontario 
Y. M. C. A. last night when 
City Attorney E. H. Jolliffe | 
held the ‘‘Y’’ ‘‘indoor’’ base- 
ball grounds at Laurel avenue | 
and © street to be a public 
nuisance under the law.

unable to keep tenants in their 
apartment houses and _ that 
property values in the neigh- 
borhood had deteriorated gen- 
erally. 

The petition further alleged 
that the noise, which was com- 
pared to that of ‘‘wild beasts 
in deadly combat’’, was prov- 
ing a serious detriment to the 
health and well-being of in- 
valids and aged persons for 
blocks around. It was urged 
that the nuisance be abated at 
once. 

The petition, after discus- 
sion, was referred to the pol- 
ice commission for investiga- 
tion and later report. 


Bar Heavy Traffic

vented Bonnie Barnes, a girl com- 
panion, from coming to her as 
sistance, and how, following Gil- 
liatt’s assault, Wellborn attempt- 
ed to accomplish the same thing, 
while Gilliatt held Miss Barnes. 

The girl told how she and Miss 
| Barnes had joined Wellborn and 
Gilliatt following a dance at an 
Upland dance hall, with the un- 
derstanding that the men were 
to take them to the home of Miss 
Colborn’s mother, Mrs. Marjorie 
| Colborn, 203 East H Street. 
Instead of taking them home, 
| according to the Colborn girl, the 
i|men drove them toward Cuca- 
monga, where they met another 
party of youths and secured 
|something to drink. The girls, 
she said, refused to drink. Tak- 
ing turns at the steering wheel, 
according to Miss Colborn’s testi- 
mony, the men drove them then 
to a lonely spot in the Cucamonga 
district, despite their entreaties 
that they be taken home. 

Miss Colborn recited how. Miss 
Barnes finally turned off the en- 
gine of the motor car and threw 
the key away. The girls then 
broke away and started to run, 
according to testimony, but were 
overtaken and Miss Colborn drag- 
ged back to the car. 

The Colborn girl testified that 

she screamed for help and told 
Gilliatt that she would rather be 
killed than submit to him. She 
recited that she fought the man 
with all her might, but.to no pur- 
pose. Although in a weakened 
| condition after the alleged attack 
lof Gilliatt, the girl told how she 
|was finally able to free herself 
lfrom the -embrace of Wellborn, 
|whom she declared drunk. 
Miss Barnes, who is the com- 
|plaining witness in the case 
against Wellborn, substantiated 
the testimony of Miss Colborn, 
telling how she was _ prevented 
from going to the other’s assist- 
ance first by Wellborn and, then 
by Gilliatt. Miss Barnes is 16 
years of age. 

The girls were accompanied. to 
court by Shepherd Mitchell, a Los 
Angeles attorney and uncle of 
Miss Colborn, and by Mrs. John 
Oldham. Deputy District Attor- 
ney C. O. Thompson prosecuted 
and Attorney A. O. Dillon appear- 
ed for the defendant. 

Attempts of Wellborn to waive 
preliminary examination and 
carry the case directly to the 
superior court without the local 
hearing were set at naught when 
Deputy District Attorney Thomp- 
son refused to comply with the 
request. 

Gilliatt, who was arrested some 
time before Wellborn on com- 
plaint of W. B. Hollingworth, re- 
puted official of a local secret 
society, is reported still at lib- 
erty on $1,500 bail, following his 
arraignment — before Judge Al 
U’Ren at Colton.

The petition follows: 

The ‘poultry industry of the

It is 
natural to look to the County 
Farm Advisors, the Department 
of Poultry Husbandry and the 
Agricultural Extension Division of 
the University of California for 
this informatfon.

The inference is that Septem- 
ber and October will be dry, 
November wet, from 5 to 6 
inches. December, both wet 
and dry. ‘ 

2. The weather schedule: 

September 1 and 2, cloudless 
over the general coast. 

September 3, in early morn- 
ing a shallow depression pass- 
ing over the Western Canadian 
provinces East bound, cloudy 
over Washington and British 
Columbia, fair in California 
and adjacent states. 

Clear Skies 

September 4, 5, clear skies 
over the general coast. 

September 6, quite earlv, a 
light disturbance behaving lik=- 
the one of September 3, 

September 7, generally fair, 
some cloudiness at the north- 
ward.
